They have since confirmed 
this publicly. 

Accordingly, there are no security concerns regarding the State of the Union Address. Therefore, 
I will be honoring your invitation, and fulfilling my Constitutional duty, to deliver important 
information to the people and Congress of the United States of America regarding the State of 
our Union. 

I look forward to seeing you on the evening on January 29 th in the Chamber of the House of 
Representatives. It would be so very sad for our Country if the State of the Union were not 
delivered on time, on schedule, and very importantly, on location!
